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TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board of Franconia: 


I herewith submit to you my first annual report as 
superintendent of your schools. 


ATTENDANCE 


The following summary was taken from the annual 
report sent to the Department of Public Instruction 
for the year ending July 15, 1916: 


Total number of pupils registered for year 102 


Average daily attendance 83.18 
Average daily absence 7.45 
Per cent of attendance 91.78 
Number of tardinesses 246 
Visits by citizens 222 


Average salary of grade teachers per month 53.00 


Roll of honor, no absent or tardy marks, Sarah Car- 
penter, Josephine Pierce, Mildred Noyes. 


One of the weaknesses of the schools has been the 
great amount of unnecessary absences and tardiness- 
es. 

This can be remedied by the cooperation ot parents, 
children and teachers. Parents can render a splen- 
did service to the schools and at the same time assist 
in the formation of right habits if they will insist that 
their children attend school regularly and punctually 
unless detained at home by illness or death. 

A glance at the above summary shows that there 
was an average of nearly three tardinesses for each 


29 


child of average attendance during last year. The 
attendance has been much better this year although 
there have been several instances where parents have 
kept their children at home for trivial reasons. 


SCHOOL WORK 


I have found the work of your schools to be much the 
same as that done in towns similar to Franconia in 
other parts of the state. 


Of course weak spots appear from time to time, and 
these we try to remedy as rapidly as possible. One of 
the greatest weaknesses that I have found is the 
lack of responsibility, independence and _ initiative 
on the part of the pupils. 


There are many individual weaknesses due in a 
large measure to physical defects. Among the ninety- 
three children examined last term there were found 
two cases of cardiac disease, three of defective hear- 
ing, four of anaemia, six defects in breathing, fourteen 
of defective vision, thirty-nine of hypertrophied ton- 
sils, thirty-seven of adenoids, fifty-five of defective 
teeth. 


Nearly all of these defects can and should be 
remedied. If the parents could realize the results that 
any one of these defects may have upon the child, not 
only in his school work but also in his whole life, it is 
probable that the physical welfare of the children 
would be given more attention. 


* Many of the children have very little physical exer- 
cise during the winter months. A gymnasium would 
be a splendid addition to the equipment of the school. 
If the Advent church could be acquired, alterations 
might be made so that it would be useful for indoor 
games, gymnastic exercises and Boy Scout activities, 
as well as furnishing ample accomodations for the 
work in manual art training and forging. 
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Manual training and sewing and cooking should be 
taken up in the four upper grades. At no period in a 
child’s development is he so well suited for these lines 
of work, both mentally and physically, as at the age 
of from ten to fourteen years. Systematic instruction 
in music should be given in all the schools. These 
changes can be brought about with very little ad- 
ditional expense if care is‘taken in selecting teachers 
who can teach these branches. 


SUGGESTIONS 


To the citizens who are really interested in the wel- 
fare of the above boys and girls I would make the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

Visit the schools and see for yourself what is being 
done. 

Support the teachers and remember that there are 
two sides to the story that your boy and girl brings 
home from school. 

Encourage the boys and girls to be regular in their 
attendance at school. 

Encourage the boys and girls to get a good educa- 
tion. They will be the men and women of tomorrow 
and the prosperity of the town depends upon their 
successes or failures. 

Attend the meetings of the Parent-Teachers’ 
association regularly. This should be one of the most 
useful organizations of the community. , 

Furnish a place for proper physical exercise and 
games, under supervision, for the boys and girls. 

Be sure that you know where your boy and girl are 
outside of school hours. Be sure to keep their confi- 
dence. 

The support and cooperation of the teachers and 
the school board have been appreciated.
